Early in (he spring the outsi.le 
decks, covered Over with rich ean i, 
are laid out in the iorm oi beus 
and made ready tor cultivation 1-y 
children, who tend the patches f.'l 
June, when they leave and others go 
on with the work.

LACQ' ARTICLES" - ~ '""■_ 

To save domestic labour is a 
very obvious war economy. There- 
fore, instead of cleaning brass and 
Other bright things about the bouse, 
just lacquer them. 

The method employed ts to secure 
two tins, one of which is smaller 
than the other. Punch a number of 
half-inch holes in the bottom and 
sides of the smaller tin. Into tbe 
larger one is poured a mixture of 
one part cheap varnisb and one or 
two parts denatured alcohol. The 
articles are then placed in the per- 
forated receptacle and immersed in 
the preparation. Immediately with- 
drawn, they are placed on a drain- 
ing screen for fifteen mi — — ' 
they are ready for use.

DANGEROUS FARMING 



The tilling of French fields, re- 
cently the scenes of battles, has 
proven so dangerous a task because 
of numerous unexploded Shells 
found in the soil, that a French 
professor has devised an. instrument 
by means of -which shells or frag- 
ment may be detected even though 
imbedded "in the soil as deep as six- 
teen inches. 

This instrument is an adaptation 
of the induction balance and con- 
sist? essentially of a bamboo rod, at 
the end of which is a wooden eross 
arm which supports at either end a 
coil having a primary and second, 
ary winding. These coils arc car- 
ried over the battle field by an at- 
tendant who holds them close to 
the earth. 

He ts followed up by an observer 
wearing a head receiver, similar to 
those worn by telephone operators. 
This is connected with the coils by 
wires. Other parts o£ the observ- 
er's apparatus are a dry-cell battery, 
condenser, and interrupter, etc. 
When the coils come close to an 
iron or.steel object a buzzing sound 
is produced in the' receiver. Ex- 
perienced men can differentiate be- 
tween sounds produced by sheils 
and by fragments; their depth also 
can be eaeulated. It lakes a little 
over an hour to explore an acre.

THEfreat man, whose career 
has closed in the dramatic 
manner now familiar to 
every one, rose from an ob- 
scure subaltern to the supreme head 
of the biggest army in the history of 
Great Britain, He is said to be the 
greatest British soldier since the days 
of Wellington, and the Empire's 
great organizer of viciory. He closed 
Iiis career with a record of triumphs 
as a soldier, pro-consul, and war 
minister that places hint iu tlic front 
rank of all great Englishmen that 
have ever lived. 

Paul did not use a mere figure of 
speech when he exhorted Timothy 
to "endure hardness as a good sol- 
dier of Christ," or to 'war a good 
warfare." He knew very well that 
to successfully combat the great ad- 
versary of one's own soul, or to 
extend the Kingdom of Christ, wc 
should have to engage in war and 
in a spiritual sense exercise all the 
powers necessary to the successful 
soldier whose weapons arc carnal. 

Lord Kitchener, then, is the su- 
preme type of the successful fighting 
man. Let us look at the character- 
istics which enabled him to conquer 
in the Sudan, in South Africa, and 
lastly to raise a British army of five 
million men; for depend upon it, 
whether wc he simple Salvation Sol- 
diers, Local Officers, or Field and 
Staff Officers, a spiritual application 
of Kitchener's mental and physical 
characteristics will not fail to make 
us better and more successful Sol- 
diers of Christ. 

An Out-and-Outer 
To begin with, he was an out- 
and-out soldier. Said one of his cri- 
lies: "He served no other god hut 
the god of bflttlcs, and he spared no 
time, nor trouble, to make himself 
an efficient soldier." How thorough- 
ly he carried this out may be gath- 
ered from [he following paragraph: 
"Lord Kitchener was a bachelor. 
He dedicated himself to his work, 
and did not believe in the domestic 
joys for rhe soldier. All his officers 
when he commanded the army in 
Egypt bad to he bachelors. He did 
not want to have men around him 
sighing for home and wife and chil- 
dren. Those things were not for a 
soldier in Kitchener's understanding 
of the life." 

This practice is very much in 
accord with the precepts of Saint 
Paul, who said: "No man that war- 
rctli cntangleth himself with the 
affairs of this life that he may please 
liim who hath "chosen him to be a 
soldier." 

The Soldier of Christ, who is out 
for spiritual victory in his or her 
own soul, and who desires to win 
others for God, cannot afford to be 
entangled unduly with the affairs of 
this life, and there is no doubt that 
many a courageous Soldier of Jesus 
has had his or her usefulness crip- 
pled through marriages that have 
not been calculated to promote per- 
sonal holiness or usefulness. And 
have, in consequence, not only ceas- ' 
<d to-figbt/ but have been slain try 
"the adversary of souls. Young Sol- 
diers of 'Jesus cannot be too careful

respect, and should their 
companions be likely to interfere 
with their devotion to labour in the 
spiritual war, the great Captain of 
their Salvation will abundantly 
compensate them for their self- 
sacrificing singleness of life. 

The singleness of eye and self- 
abnegation of life manifested by 
Lord Kitchener in his soldiership 
for his Sovereign may very profit- 
ahly be studied and emulated by 
those who desire to become victors 
in the service of the King of kingi. 

A Great Worker 

Lord Kitchener was a tireless 

worker iu season and om ot season. 

He was intent on the duties of his 

appointment; — 

''His capacity for work was amaz- 
ing, and he bad no patience with a 
man Jess energetic than himself. It 
was characteristic of him that his 
first question when he entered the 
War Office as Secretary for War 
was: 'Is there a bed in the building?' 
'No, sir,* replied an official, 'Then 
get one,' said Lord Kitcheuer. Then 
the officials knew that day or night 
would find Lord Kitchener at his 
post. 

"During the South African war he 
Seldom had more than three or four 
hours* sleep a day, rising regularly 
at four or five o'clock in ihe morn- 
ing, and working hard until night. 
Officers knew that Kitchener always 
meant business. He had no use for 
regimental ornaments; practical 
soldiers were what be wantud." 

Even so those who would accom- 
plish imich foT tlw Kingdom of tlod 
must be ever at their pos[s. Those 
who are iu labours more abundant 
will achieve abundant accomplish-

The ."nine 
principle applies to the men who 
are surely going to die. It is a waste 
of time, labour. and space to atu-iiipr 
the transport of rhesc men it rhuy 
rnusi die.

The clearing hospital is the baro- 
jiieter of battle.

Every fighting move- 
ment has its cost in men killed and 
wounded, A retreat may cost 
jpiuch in wounded as an advance.

Field ambulances and clearing 
hospitals move with the armies. 
Close and well-trained organization 
13 necessary to dismantle a great 
hospital, pack it up, arid start the 
motor transport and wagon train 
along the road within an hour after 
llie order is given. It is a great task 
irrespective of the wounded. Change 
of base is a disorganizing move. 
That is why the officers in command 
arc traffic-manager colonels in the 
transportation of wounded. They 
are ''jolly keen" in this respect. 
Hospitals at Railheads 
In addition to the colonel or 
lieutenant-colonel in command of 
the hospital, who in the British 
Army is of the Medical Corps and

When necessity ^ requires, these 
trains carry more, but' uncomfort- 
ably.

One coacb is used as a 
dressing room, where most' of the 
dressings are done while the train is 
in the station, the swinging of the 
cars in motion making the more dif- 
ficult operations impossihle. An- 
other is [he kitchen car, always 
clean and apparently ready. for in- 
spection; and in the other cars have 
"been bujlt ,the wooden stretcher 
racks to slip the stretcher cases into 
.with the least possible motion. 

All British hospital trains were 
made up of day-coach compartment 
cars, some enamel-lined ; but the 
French many times have been com- 
pelled to use hoK cars. They are dif- 
ficult to keep clean when ouce in 
service. 

At the base hospital, at lastj 
everybody can receive treatment 
Even the "slights" are generally 
very tired by the time they reach 
there.

When the lines are being pushed 
back the work ■ of the tent and 
bearer sections is a rush.

"Can he stand the jour- 
ney back in the hospital train with- 
out further attention here?" 

In the French lines the clearing 
hospital — hopital d'evaeuatton—has 
often been stationed in a warehouse 
and freight station of the railway 
yards — a convenient arrangement 
that much facilitates the train trans- 
port of woundedj but a distressing 
element in this war of "Cut off or 
destroy thejenemy's railway base!" 
The des'tmotion of a railhead—head 
of the railway communication and 
tbe base of supplies for'troops, am- 
munition, and food — can seriously

Havre, which cares for him until he 
is able to cross the Channel and go 
to another- hospital in England, 
where he either recovers slowly or 
dies. Sometimes he is sorted out 
as p dangerous case and lies for 
months in the base hospital before 
he can be safely moved. The slight 
cases are retained here, also, until 
they arc cured and fit again for 
field service. Here the wounded 
man receives the first full hospital 
treatment after he is wounded and 
leaves the trenches. 

"Ballis, with warm* water and 
cigarettes with the surgeon's per- 
mission," was the way a wounded 
motor-cyclist described the clearing 
hospital at Boulogne. Every care 
and attention arc given that the 
nurses and doctors can devise, "It's 
jolly good to be wounded/' says be 
when the pain eases down, thinking 
of the day they ripped off his under- 
clothes with shears and let him 
splash weakly round in the tub. It 
is the height of wounded happiness. 

The wounded Frenchman- is sent 
back to thr ha«;e hospital and then 
"distributed." If he is lucky he goes 
to some old chateau in the south of 
France, where sympathetic care and 
kindness do much to hasten his re- 
covery. 

There is more actual suffering in 
England- and in the south of. France 
than there is., in the. zone' of (be 
armies. .Zn tfte lines the wounds are 
fresh .and consequently not so. pain- 
ftt.L founds a day old begin to get 
sore and ache.— London' Sphere.

alive to the opportunities which 
have been presented to thenVand 
there Is every prospect of their 
being well circumstanced ^ within, a 
comparatively short period. 

Major Richards, General Secre- 
tary for the Dutch Indies Territory, 
has just .returned to Java from a 
tour of inspection in Celebes, and he 
reports that "very appreciable ad- 
vanee is being made; new buildings 
are being erected and plans lor 
many other additions are being con- 
sidered. 

The spirit of the colonists, who 
are hent on making good, is excel- 
lent; not only are they happy in 
their work, but many of them are 
embracing Christianity and are be- 
coming Salvation Soldiers. Schools 
for native children are being built. 

The call for more Officers is still 
insistent. For instance, from a num- 
ber of Communities in the.Scbedi 
district urgent teqnests have been 
received that The Salvation Army 
should send Officers to instruct the 
people in the teachings of Christ, 
as they are anxious to be free from 
Mohammedanism. Then, too, it is 
desired to Christianize many dis- 
tricts .is vet untouched by 5f_onani- 
mednmsiti, or, for that matter, by 
leaching of any kind. Here, agA"i f 
progress is impeded, owing to the 
dearth of labourers, 

LienL-CoIonel de Groot (Terri- 
torial Commander) recently visited 
The Army's Leper Settlement at 
llcdan, and led meetings with 300 
patients. These meetings were con- 
ducted in three languages; Dutch, 
Malay, and Chinese. It is interesting 
to know that the chief interpreter at 
ihc Settlement, who is a Chinaman 
holding the rank of Sergeant, has 
made application to become an 
Officer. 

■Several new buildings have re- 
cently been added to the Colony, 
which is continually extending its . 
borders and increasing its sphere of 
useful serviqe on behalf of the 
stricken people for whom it exists.

Salvation Army effort in ihe dis-

To this record of glorious achieve- 
ment has now to be added the form- 
ation In Celebes of a Salvation Army 
Settlement for Javanese emigrants, 
many of whom leave their native 
land to Seek fortune in this new 
country. They do not all succeed, 
and, not' a small number find them- 
selves in difficult circumstances, and, 
in many instances, without means of - 
support. . ■ ■
